The Committee respectfully submit to the citizens of this town 
their annual report concerning the financial and general interests

ORGANIZATION.

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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 

The sum of money appropriated by the town for repairs and 
improvements has been fully expended. The Intermediate room 
has been quite thoroughly renovated, viz. newly floored, plastered, 
painted and reseated. Inthe Primary room the position of the 
chimney has been so changed as to improve the draft of the stove 
and add to the comfort of teacher and pupils. The report of re- 
pairs and improvements may be somewhat incomplete, owing to 
the removal from the place of Mr. Neale, who managed this de- 
partment of the work of the Board. The school-rooms in the vil- 
lage are now in a thorough state of, repair.
